cured, it can be relieved to 
a great extent und there- 
after kept under control. 


Factor Of Importance 


While diet scems to be fue- 
tor of Importance in producing 
this disorder, it ls more impor- 
fant to keep up the child's 
nutrition than to attempt to con- 
trol the skin Inflammation by 
climInating a large number of 
foods from the dict. 


As a gencral rule, It Is quite 
difficult to ascertain the -foods 
or substances to which the child 
Is sensitive. Milk, wheat and 
ergs are the most Ikely foods 


causing the trouble, but it is’ 


inadvisable in most cases to 
climinate all these foods from 
the child's dict. So-called milk 
substitutes made up of soybean 
mixtures may be helpful, but 
sometimes they cause gas, dis- 
tention, and dlarrhoca,

Veretables should be cooked, 
and It ts preferable to give the 
child a single vegetable at a 
feeding rather than a mixture.

Anuysing the figures of 
crime for 1948 and 1949 he

The fgures, he says, do not 
rive any justification for the 
belief that these offences would 
be reduced by corporal punish- 
ment. .
